“THE NEXT THIRTY YEARS” 


T is the high privilege of the publisher not 
| eas to keep the keys to the stored up 

knowledge of a people but also to play no 
little part in the stimulating and directing of 
the constructive thought of that people. To 
him in both these capacities the recent presi- 
dential address of Viscount Bryce to the 
British Academy under the above title contains 
much matter for careful pondering. 

The old world of before the war seems 
rolled up as a scroll by the compelling hands 
of present events, yet in fields as diverse as 
ethnology and philology, political history and 
literary history, the mental sciences and 
archaeology, the political sciences and law, 
Viscount Bryce points men to old tasks unful- 
filled, to new tasks on old subjects yet to be 
completed ere the past can be filed away as 
completed. In the field of ancient history 
Viscount Bryce’s own discoveries in a Roman 
family library as well as the work of the 
Historical Manuscripts Commission lead him 
to urge scholars to much unused material 
awaiting them in such sources. “Books on 
Roman history well worth studying (such as 
those of Greenidge, Pelham, Seeck, Ferrero) 
have continued to appear. There are still un- 
solved problems in Athenian and Roman con- 
stitutional history. There are con- 
troversies regarding the trustworthiness of 
well-known historical portraitures. m 
The publisher’s task in regard to more recent 
history is even greater: “In England we have 
not yet any quite satisfactory history, critical, 
impartial, and philosophical, of France, or 
Germany, or Spain, much less of India or 
Russia.” We need, he points out, a Tocque- 


ville to visit Australasia and South America. 
In archaeology much important work yet 
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awaits the careful pick of the searcher in 
Egypt, North Africa, Syria, Asia Minor, 
Greece, Central Asia, Peru. In ethnology 
Viscount Bryce emphasizes our responsibility 
for the preservation of the rich life of primi- 
tive peoples which our civilization has fast 
been obliterating. In philology he points 
scholars to the tempting fields offered by the 
Etruscan, Cretan and Hittite tongues—tho we 
venture that a publisher would need more 
than imagination to wax enthusiastic over a 
manuscript on Hittite philology! 

So much for the past. Of the future Vis- 
count Bryce has much to say and draws a 
fascinating picture of fields ripe for harvest: 
In economics problems of land tenure, capital 
and labor, immigration, taxation, tariffs, 
wages and currency are far from settled and 
have in some cases been rendered even more 
acute by the war and its concomitants, such 
as the enormous speculation in Bolshevikism 
we are now witnessing. In the physical sci- 
ences the horizon seems as boundless as ever; 
in only a few works of detailed scholarship, 
in fact, is the end in sight; in only a few 
other activities, as archeology, can it be con- 
ceived that man’s work will ever be com- 
plete. 

And finally, Lord Bryce’s program is of 
peculiar interest to America, as the New York 
Evening Post well points out, for “our con- 
tinent may be left comparatively uninjured by 
the storm that is devastating so much of 
Europe. We have steadily taken a more and 
more prominent part, tho always a minor one, 
in maintaining many of the exact and humane 
sciences; and where we have always followed, 
now we may have the opportunity and duty 
of furnishing leadership in some.” It is this 
Opportunity that bids fair to make the com- 
ing years among the most fascinating Amer- 
ican publishing has yet known, and this Duty 
which will doubtless make these years notable 
in the record of the part played by Amer- 
ican publishers in the constructive scholarship 
of the world. 





HE usual sudden awakening of Congress 
at this season to the mass of unfinished 
business before it may mean that friends 
of the Stephens bill will again have to 
see their pet measure give way before more 
pressing matters related to the war. Mean- 
while, however, the movement in favor of 
price maintenance is by no means at a stand- 
still: The American Fair Trade League has 
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just announced its intention of sending out 
five thusand copies of the effective state- 
ment by Mr. Charles E. Butler, of Brentano’s, 
before the Federal Trade Commission last fall 
—an able summary of which the book-trade 
has good cause to feel proud as it is reported 
to have impression on the 
members of the Commission.

HE slowness of the past holiday season 

in getting started was reflected in turn in 

a distinct tendency on the part of book- 
sellers to “go slow” during January. This 
retail uncertainty, together with difficulties of 
transportation and manufacture, has in turn 
lessened the crop of early new year books. 
At the present time, however, a general for- 
ward movement is evident, books are begin- 
ning to appear rapidly and_ belated 
travelers are leaving for their long spring 
jaunts. Business is reported good in New 
York City and the chief complaint that comes 
from dealers in other cities is due to difficul- 
ties in getting shipments of stock thru by 
freight or express; freight has in fact been 
practically abandoned and in many cases pub- 
lishers have been bearing half the additional 
expense of express shipments. There is good

CURIOUS copyright question arises in

When this Act of 1909 was passed 
this property value in the work of the execu- 
tant artist was absolutely unknown and not 
thought of, and it seems probable that neither 
the executant nor the record proprietor can 
be protected in the valuable property thus 
developed. In both instances the Copyright 
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Code needs strengthening, and it may reason- 
ably be hoped that record proprietors will join 
in making protection for all classes of copy- 
right works complete.

Book- 
sellers would do well to have a few copies on 
hand to give out to such customers as insist 
on feeling aggrieved. 





A PUBLISHING “WAR BABY” 
How the Banta Co. Has Had Twice To 
Double Its Plant in Nine Months 


T looks almost as tho when the George 

Banta Publishing Co. established a _ pub- 

lishing business out in that “neck of the 
woods” in Wisconsin known as Menasha it 
was giving the challenge direct to the old 
adage that “If a man can write a better book, 
preach a better sermon, or make a better 
mouse-trap than his neighbor, tho he build his 
house in the woods, the world will make a 
beaten pathway to his door.” Before the 
United States entered the war, in April of last 
year, and even before August 1914, however, 
the users of the particular kind of books pub- 
lished by the Banta Co. had marked a narrow 
but deep track to the Menasha firm—it was 
known as the military publishing house of 
the country. The war has since brought sev- 


eral strong and thriving competitors into the 
field, but meanwhile the pathway to Menasha 
has hecome a veritable roadway. 





| 
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Up to the time the United States entered 
the war the marketing and distribution of 
military text and reference books was done 
almost entirely thru the service organizations 
such as the United States Infantry Associa- 
tion and the U. S. Cavalry Association and 
thru the Post Exchanges at home and abroad. 
The discounts were short and the volume 
small so that there was no inducement to the 
regular book-trade to handle the business had 
they been able to reach it. The Public Printer 
was able to supply all of the official War 
Department publications direct to the mem- 
bers of the service. Then the growth of the 
Plattsburg Idea of making officers of civilians 
attracted a great number of patriotic young 
men who sought every means of becoming 
proficient in the military profession. Colonel 
Moss’ “Manual of Military Training” had 
been in use in a majority of the military 
schools and colleges in the United States and 
it is so well adapted to training camp use that 
it became known as the “bible” of the train- 
ing camps and was eagerly bought and de- 
voured by the energetic officer-students. These 
men had been habituated in civil life to buy- 
ing their books from retail stores and the 
demand became so insistent, especially in the 
east, that the dealers were forced to handle 
them even at the short discount. 

The Banta Co. had been manufacturing 
military books for officer authors who were 
also their own publishers since 1906 and had 
established in 1913 a military book sales and 
distributing department for the convenience 
of these authors who were often on duty out- 
side the country and therefore unable to care 
for their own interests properly. The serv- 
ice rendered was so satisfactory that it at- 
tracted a majority of the best known authori- 
ties. In April, 1917, the business of this 
Service Department was handled over one 
desk, but it grew over night into a large 
organization under the guidance of an ex- 
member of the service. The first thing accom- 
plished was the securing of better discounts 
from the authors for the ever increasing list 
of dealer customers. Special catalogs were 
sent out addressed to the members of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps and the National Guard 
which was then mobilized ready to go to camp. 
Complete loose-leaf dealer catalogs were sent 
to the trade listing the seventy-six Banta 
titles. 

Competition for such a business, of course, 
sprang up and the dealers, entirely unacquaint- 
ed with the subject of military education, 
were in a quandary to know just what to buy. 
As a matter of fact. very few of their cus- 
tomers knew what they wanted and it was 
not until the instructors recommended certain 
books that the atmosphere cleared. The 
Banta Co. contended that since nobody knew 
exactly what was wanted it was unfair to un- 
load large quantities of books on the unsus- 
pecting dealers. They offered, therefore, a 
consignment arrangement with a certain num- 
ber of each of their titles to reliable dealers 
and sent with them a simple report blank so 
that they could keep in close touch with the 
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market. The success of the plan was imme- 
diate, and as fast as satisfactory agents were 
secured they were provided with posters and 
catalogs bearing their own imprint. Adver- 
tisements were inserted in local and camp 
newspapers and many of the dealers issued 
their own catalogs and used various other 
methods of reaching the field. An example 
of this, the sign-board executed by Mr. R. E. 
Dunbar of the Vancouver Stationery Co., of 
Vancouver, Wash., opposite the main entrance 
to Camp Lewis, is shown elsewhere. 

The net result of this intelligent use of the 
opportunities presented by the war is seen in 
the fact that the Banta Co. has twice had to 
double the capacity of its plant since April 
to keep abreast of the demand for the 76 titles 
on its list.

THE NOBEL PRIZE WINNERS IN 
LITERATURE 


HE announcement some time since that 
T tte Nobel prize in literature for the year 

1917 had been awarded to one Karl 
Gjellerup and one Henrik Pontoppidan 
naturally suggests—at this time when we are 
suddenly becoming such internationalists in 
our reading—that these men might be worth 
importirtg. The only book by either of them 
that has appeared in America is “The Pil- 
grim Kaminita” published by. Dutton. Both 
Gjellerup and Pontoppidan are best-sellers 


among the Danish authors surviving from the | 


older generation; both are, curiously enough, 
ministers’ sons, and about the same age. 

Henrik Pontoppidan, according to a writer 
in the London Times, is unquestionably the 
leading living novelist of Denmark. He has 
gained that position by his strenuous inde- 
pendence of foreign models and by the cease- 
less industry he has expended on the collec- 
tion and distribution of facts regarding Dan- 
ish experience and character. His principal 
rival, Gjellerup, is a chameleon who takes his 
color from whatever intellectual object he 
rests upon, whereas Pontoppidan has kept 
himself unaffected by all contemporary influ- 
ence; and it is in this that the singular con- 
trast between the two distinguished authors 
principally exists. Pontoppidan was born in 
1857 in his father’s parsonage in Fredericia. 
ancholy little tales about Jutland peasants; 
He began his literary life by publishing mel- 
his first good book was a collection of “Vil- 
lage Tales” in 1883. “From the Huts” was 
still better; it dealt with the relation of the 
paid labor to the peasant proprietor. Altho 
Pontoppidan began by writing very short 
tales, he has advanced to the composition of 
enormous novels, his masterpiece, “Lykke 
Per,” the first volume of which appeared in 
1898, having extended to eight or nine vol- 
umes. 

Karl Gjellerup, Pontoppidan’s rival and the 
sharer with him of this year’s prize, was en- 
couraged to write very early: he was the 
precocious darling of a sentimental literary 
coterie. At the time of his early youth 
fashion had generally turned back to the 
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study of the Danish classics, and particularly 
to the lyrists of the earlier half of the cen- 
tury. From the start, however, he was fas- 
cinated by the romantic writers of Germany: 
and he modelled himself, first on Schiller. 
next on Heine. 

He published, with but an_ indifferent 
success at first, little pamphlets of verse. His 
earliest poem of any importance was the 
“Antigonos” of 1880, an attempt to restore 
the early Christian era. “Rodtjorn” (‘Pink 
May”) in 1881, was a collection of Heinesque 
lyrics of a satirical or argumentative kind. 
These works were not warmly received; but 
Gjellerup formed the acquaintance of Georg 
Brandes, then already the dictator of Danish 
letters, and attached himself violently to him. 
Apparently Brandes served as inspirational 
advisor to this young enthusiast, and weaned 
him from a too exclusive study of German 
verse and prose to English literature. Ac- 
cordingly Gjellerup plunged into Swinburne, 
Shelley, and even Darwin, later to react 
violently in favor of German Kultur which 
finally absorbed his life. He left Denmark, 
married a German wife and settled perma 
nently in Dresden. 

Altho, however, Gjellerup has been prac- 
tically a German for the last thirty years he 
has not ceased to look to Denmark for his 
chief audience. He has been a laborious and 
persistent writer of novels, plays and poems. 
His romances are sentimental portraits of 
modern life in Germany or Denmark, and he 
is fond of introducing a considerable number 
of poems into his prose text. His prose is 
said to be better than his verse; in the long 
line of his novels, two, according to the critic 
in the Times, may be commended to the 
curious reader: “Minna,” 1889, and “The 
Mill” (“Mollen”), 1896. In spite of his ex- 
otic sympathies, he has enjoyed, and still en- 
joys, considerable popularity in Denmark. 


NEW YORK BINDERS ADOPT UNI- 
FORM TRADE CUSTOMS 


T a recent meeting of the Employing 
A Bookbinders Association of New York, 
Inc., the following standard trade cus- 
toms were adopted governing all work done 
thruout the shops of the city from March 1, 
1918: 
1. Material: 

All material furnished to the binder by the 
cutomer or his authorized agent, such as print- 
ed sheets, unprinted paper, jackets, dies, plates, 
etc., shall be delivered to the binder, all 
carrying charges prepaid. 

Coated stock must be delivered flat in cases. 
; Printed sheets must be delivered properly 
jogged up and correctly imposed for the bind- 
er’s folding equipment, otherwise an addi- 
tional charge will be made. 

2. Cases, wrappers, etc.: 

All receptacles such as wooden cases, wrap- 
pers or packing material which contained mer- 
chandise delivered to the binder by the cus- 
tomer or his authorized agent, become the 
property of the binder, unless a separate and 
distinct agreement is made for the return of 
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same when an additional charge will be made. 


3. Option to fold, etc.: 

The binder will fold, plate, gather and sew, 
all unordered sheets received, except a sepa- 
rate and distinct agreement is made in writ- 
ing covering certain steps in the manufacture, 
the doing of which would be against the cus- 
tomer’s best interest. Any work performed 
will be promptly charged for. 

4. Material supplied: 

Whenever any material, cloth, leather, 
paper, etc., is supplied by the customer, an 
additional charge of 15% on the value thereof 
will be added for handling same. 

5. Defective work: 

The binder will not be responsible or liable 
in any way for defects in paper or printing 
which appear on the inside of folded signa- 
tures. 

The quoted price includes only the regular 
examination of the completed work, which 
consists of the following operations :— 

Freeing the end papers, observing that the 
book is cased in properly, once fanning thru 
the leaves, and rubbing‘Soff the cover prepara- 
tory to wrapping. 

For a special examination a separate and 
distinct agreement in writing must be made, 
which will carry an additional charge to be 
agreed upon. 

6. Wrapping: 

The quoted price covers only delivery of 
the books without wrappers. A separate and 
distinct agreement must be made and addi- 
tional charges fixed for wrapping books with 


jackets; solid in packages; sealing; wrapping 


individually; inserting books in wooden boxes, 
cartons, or folding boxes; affixing labels; in- 
serting circulars. 


7. Delwery: 

The quoted price includes delivery in that 
portion of the Borough of Manhattan, New 
York City, south of 59th Street between the 
East and the North Rivers. Delivery in other 
portions of the city carries an additional 
charge. 

Books will be delivered in trolleys or cases 
on the floor of the publisher; cases and trol- 
leys to be returned to binder via binder’s truck 
within three days after receipt by customer. 

Delivery in part or portions less than the 
full binding order will carry an additional 
charge unless otherwise provided in agree- 
ment. 


8. Care and keep: 

The binder will promptly bill the customer 
for work performed on all bound books held 
in stock by the binder on December 3Ist of 
each an@ every year, payment to be made 
within thirty days. 

All sheets or bound stock remaining in the 
custody of the binder one year or more from 
date of receipt, inactive, shall be subject to a 
charge for care and keep. 


9. Dies: 

The quotation does not cover standard brass 
dies, whether for ink, iead, gold or blank 
stamping. These must be supplied by the cus- 
tomer unless separate agreement is made. 


Where customer supplies zinc etchings or 
binders’ electros necessitating additional make- 
ready, an extra charge will be made to the 
customer. 

10. Customer’s property: 

All material furnished by customer, and 
completed books are held at customer’s risk, 
and binder assumes no responsibility for loss 
or damage by fire, water, insects, rats, dirt 
or from any other cause whatsoever. 

Binder only insures the value of his labor 
and material on all orders until the goods are 
charged. 

11. Terms: 

Net cash payment thirty days. 
payment will have interest added. 

Binder’s lien attaches on all property in pos- 
session and until delivery to customer, not- 
withstanding the giving of credit or accept- 
ing of notes or guarantee of payment. 

12. Acceptance: 

The quotation is subject to acceptance with- 
in ten days. Until acceptance is received, the 
quotation is subject to change without notice. 
The binder may cancel order without liability 
within five days after acceptance by customer, 
if credit of customer is found not satisfactory. 
13. Delays: 

The binder is not responsible for any delay 
caused by accident, fire, strikes, water or any 
other cause not herein enumerated beyond 
control. 

14. Quantities: 

The quotation covers only the specific quan- 
tity stated to be bound as an initial order. 

Should, however, the customer in the initial 
order call for a part or lot less than the 
entire edition, then it is understood that the 
binder, on such parts or lots, will add any in- 
crease in the case of labor or material to 
the quoted price. 

15. Count: 

The binder makes no hand count on receipt 
of sheets or other material unless separate 
and distinct agreement is made, carrying an 
additional charge for service. 

For the purpose of this contract, the basis 
of count shall be the folded and gathered 
record made soon after the receipt of 
sheets as convenient. 


16. Agreement:

PHONOGRAPH REPRODUCTIONS 
OF COPYRIGHTED WORKS 
EORGE HAVEN PUTNAM, Secretary 

Go the American Publishers’ Copyright 
League, has submitted to the members of 

the League the following opinion by S. H. 

Olin, the Copyright League’s counsel, in 

the case involving the reproduction of chap- 

ters of “Pollyanna” on mechanical musical 
instruments : 

The Victor Talking Machine Company has 

published two records, each giving a recitation 
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W eekly 


or reading by a certain Sallie Hamlin from 
a copyrighted novel “Pollyanna,” each recor 
being practically a chapter, verbatim, with th 
exception of certain elimination of descrip- 
tion, etc. I am asked whether this is an in- 
fringement of copyright. 

I assume that “Pollyanna” is a literary work 
and not a drama, and on this assumption, 
think that there has been no infringement of 
copyright. 

In 1908 the Supreme Court in the case oi 
White-Smith Musical Co. vs. Apollo Co. de 
cided that the making of perforated rolls t 
aid in the reproduction thru an instrument 0} 
a musical composition was not a copy or 
publication of the same within the meaning of 
the Copyright Act. This decision was in har 
mony with the English law under the th 
existing Copyright Act, as declared by t 
English Courts. 

The court quoted with approval an earlie 
decision, which held that the reproduction 
thru the agency of a phonograph of th 
sounds of musical instruments playing copy 
righted music, was not a copy or publica 
tion of the same within the meaning of th 
act. 

The statute interpreted in these cases wa: 
R. S., Section 4952, part of the then existing 
Copyright Act. It gave to the “author, in- 
ventor, designer or proprietor of any book 
map, chart, dramatic or musical composition 
the sole liberty of printing, reprinting, pub 
lishing, completing, copying, executing, fin 
ishing and vending the same.” Protection to 
books and musical compositions was given in 
the same language, and the decision in White 
Smith Musical Co. vs. Apollo Co. forbids us 
to think that making a phonograph record of 
a book is copying or publication of it within 
the meaning of the act. 

On March 4, 1909, the American Copyright 
Act was amended. In regard to musical works 
by Section 1 (e) and in regard to dramas by 
Section 1 (d), protection was given against 
reproduction by mechanical means. Such re 
production was under certain circumstances 
prohibited, but no such provision was made in 
the case of a literary work, as to which the 
owner of a copyright has the exclusive right 
(a) to print, reprint, publish, copy and vend 
the copyrighted work, (b) to translate the 
copyrighted work into other languages or dia 
lects, or make any other version thereof, if it 
be a literary work: to dramatize it, if it be 
a non-dramatic work. The act made no pro 
vision for mechanical reproduction of literary 
works, but used the language for protecting 
these which had been used in the former Act 
and had been interpreted in the decisions 
which I have mentioned. 

The English Copyright Act of Io1r gives 
better protection to the owner of a literar) 
work. By Section 1 (2) (d) the copyright 
includes the sole right “in the case of a lit- 
erary. dramatic or mechanical work, to make 
any record, perforated roll. cinematogranh 
film or contrivance by means of which the 
work may he mechanically performed or de- 
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livered.” And the statute further gives the 
“sole right to produce or reproduce the work, 
or any substantial part thereof, in any ma- 
terial form whatsoever.” 

To give the author of a literary work such 
protection as he has in England, and as the 
author of a musical or dramatic work has 
in this country, the Copyright Act should be 
amended by Congress.

The usual contingent of “shy violets” 
among the men absented themselves, as usual 
on this annual occasion, but their places were 
filled by a generous number of guests— 
spelled with a capital G—notably an entire 
table of members of the Women’s National 
Book Association. The speakers of the eve- 
ning were enthusiastically applauded: “De- 
metra Vaka” (Mrs. Kenneth-Brown), author 
of “Haremlik,” “The Heart of the Balkans,” 
and other books, for her account of her efforts 
single-handed to bring about unity in Greece 
in support of the Allies, and Lieut.

The trade should distinguish carefully among 
the Trotzky books being put forth at the pres- 
ent time: “The Bolsheviki and World Peace” 
was a Boni book; “Our Revolution,” out this 
next week, a Holt book; and “The Russian 
Revolution of 1917,” another Boni book. 


PRIVATES, SERGEANTS, LIEUTENANTS have 
written of their parts in the great conflict and 
now we have the story of a gunner. Albert 
N. Depew, who has been chief petty officer, 
U. S. Navy, private in the Foreign Legion and 
captain of a gun turret in the French Navy, 
in “Gunner Depew,” published by the Reilly & 
Britton Co. early in March, tells of the re- 
markably varied experiences which were 
crowded into his two and a half years in the 
war. This young sailor boy won the croix 
de guerre at the Dardanelles, was captured 
by the Raider Moewe, fought the Turks at 
Gallipoli and was starved and tortured in Ger- 
man prison camps.
